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City Council to Discuss Position 
On Sectional Map Amendment

The Greenbelt City Council wjll meet next Monday to 
prepare for the upcoming public hearing on the proposed 
Sectional Map Amendment (SMA) for the Langley Park- 
College Park-Greenbelt Planning areas. 


Initiated when the Prince Geor¬ 
ges County District Council 
adopted the Master Plan with 
amendments on October 31, 1989, 
the SMA implements the zoning 
changes needed to conform to 
the land-use proposals in the 
Master Plan. The council work 
session will be held in the Mu¬ 
nicipal Building on Monday, Jan¬ 
uary 29 at 8 p.m. 

Council is expected to review 
the Greenbelt portion of the. 
SMA, in particular those areas 
where council previously differed 
with the preliminary Master 
Plan proposals. Council document¬ 
ed its concerns in a July 25, 
1989 letter to the Prince Georges 
County Planning Board of the 
Maryland-National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission (M- 
NCPPC), Included were the A H, 
Smith / Metro / Beltway Plaza 
properties , the Sunrise tract and 
^he Residential Planned Com¬ 
munity zone in the city’s core. 
Later the zoning of part of the 
Green Springs property in Green¬ 
belt East required more scrutiny. 

Smith/Metro/Beltway Plaza 

The city council was dissatis¬ 
fied with the preliminary Master 
Plan's recommendation of + he 
Mixed Use-Transportation Or¬ 
iented zone (M-X-T) for the 
A. H. Smith property located west 
if Cherrywood Lane. While not 
disagreeing that M-X-T may he 
an appropriate zone for the 
tract, council felt that any change 
in zoning would be premature 
because the opening of the 
Greenbelt Metro was years away 
(late 1993). Council believed that 
by retaining the existing indus¬ 
trial zoning, the city would have 
more control over the tract’s fu¬ 
ture development. 

When the District Council 
adopted the Comprehensive Mas¬ 
ter Plan on October 31, 1989, an 
amendment was adopted that 
showed “mixed use development 
comprised of office, research, in¬ 
stitutional, recreational, hotel/, 


motel, residential, and appropri¬ 
ate retail commercial uses for 
the Greenbelt Metro Station and 
vicinity, including the 77-acre 
(Metro) tract owned by WMATA 
and the 190 acre A. H. Smith 
property.” 

In approving this designation 
for mixed-use development, the 
District Council retained the 
existing zoning of the properties 
and, at the request of County 
Council member Richard Castaldi, 
a resolution was adopted to ad¬ 
dress the zoning around the 
Greenbelt Metro Station by 
means of Transit District Over¬ 
lay (T-D-O) zoping procedure. 
Although boundaries of the zone 
have not yet been defined, it is 
anticipated that, in addition to 
the A. H. Smith and WMATA 
tracts, Beltway Plaza will also 
be included. 

(The T-D-G Zone, a mapped 
zone superimposed over other 
zones in a designated area, may 
modify certain requirements for 
development within those under¬ 
lying zones, A T-D-0 plan must 
be approved by the District Coun¬ 
cil and subsequent development 
will be subject to Transit Dis¬ 
trict Site Plan approval by the 
Planning Board.) 

Sunrise 

When the District Council 
adopted the Master Plan last 
October, it contained an amend¬ 
ment initiated by Castaldi that 
designated the Sunrise property 
as both R-10 (multi-family, high 
density residential) and C-0 
(commercial office). However, 
only one zoning category can be 
designated in the SMA when 
adopted. Castaldi, the Greenbelt 
East Advisory Committee and 
several hundred Greenbelt East 
residents prefer a commercial of¬ 
fice complex on the Sunrise prop¬ 
erty because they say the traffic 
impact on residents would not 
be as severe as apartment de-

County Council Hearing

The Prince Georges County 
Council, sitting as the District 
Council, will hold a public meet¬ 
ing on the proposed Sectional 
Map Amendment (SMA) for the 
Langley Park-College Park- 
Greenbelt Master Plan (Plan¬ 
ning Areas 65, 66, 67) on Tues¬ 
day, February 13 at 7 p.m. in 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School. 
After the District Council adopt¬ 
ed the Master Plan, the staff of 
the Prince Georges Planning 
Board of the Maryland-National 
Capital Park and Planning Com¬ 
mission (M-NCPPC) prepared 
the SMA. The SMA implements 
the land use recommendations of 
the Master Plan by assuring that 
zoning is consistent with the rec¬ 
ommendations. The SMA must 
be approved by the District 
Council by May 31 or the entire 
Master Plan process will be void. 

The newly adopted Master 
Plan updates the 1970 Master 
Plan for -College Park-Greenbelt 
& Vicinity and also includes the 
Langley Park planning area. The 
plan defines long-range land use 
plans and development in the 
Langley Park-College Park- 
Greenbelt planning areas. The 
preliminary draft was developed 
over a period of five years by 
the M-NCPPC planning staff 
with input by the Citizens Ad¬ 
visory Committee, then unveiled 
in Greenbelt in mid-April 1988. 

After a joint public hearing 
by the District Council and Plan¬ 
ning Board in Greenbelt, the 
planning staff prepared an anal¬ 
ysis of the testimony. On August 
3, 1989, the preliminary Master 
Plan was adopted by the Plan¬ 
ning Board and transmitted to 
the District Council. Final ap¬ 
proval of the plan, along with 
17 amendments, was given by 
the District Council on October 
31, 1989. The new Master Plan 
will serve as a guide for future 
development in the Langley 
Park—College Park-Greenbelt 
planning areas for the next six 
to ten years. 


Beltway Plaza Tree Agreement 
Reached by Council and Brown

At a special meeting on 
Tuesday, January 16, city 
council voted 3-2 to attempt 
to reach an agreement with 
Sidney Brown, owner of 
Beltway Plaza, to drop the 
city’s appeal of site plan ap¬ 
proval for the Plaza in ex¬ 
change for increased ameni- 
ities. Brown signed the ag¬ 
reement on January 19 and 
the City dropped its appeal. 


The County Planning Board 
had approved a Departure from 
Design Standards (DDS) on the 
site plan submitted in conjunc¬ 
tion with the expansion of the 
plaza. The city’s appeal was based 
on insufficient parking spaces 
and lack of clarity in the Board's 
continuing waiver of parking 
standards. Construction was slop¬ 
ed pending hearing of the ap¬ 
peal. 

At its January 16 meeting, 
council considered an agreement 


drafted by city attorney Robert 
Manzi following a work session 
held with Brown on January 10. 
A report on the work session is 
included later in this article. The 
draft was changed by both 
Brown and the city before agree¬ 
ment was reached. 

The agreement calls for addi¬ 
tional landscaping on three sides 
of the perimeter of the plaza, 
along Greenbelt Road, Cherry- 
wood Lane and Breezewood 
Drive. The agreement also con-

City’s Only Woman Mayor, 
Elizabeth Harrington, Dies

Greenbeit’s only woman mayor, Elizabeth Harrington, 
who served from 1949 to 1951, died of cardiorespiratory 
arrest at Washington Hospital Center on January 15. She 
was 87 years old. She had been a resident of University 
Park since leaving Greenbelt in the early 1950s. 


Prior to her term mayor, *»iis. 
Harrington served on the Green¬ 
belt City Council from 1947 to 
1949. Her campaign slogan, “I 
am a housewife, first, last and 
always,” was surely unique ’*n 
the city’s history. When inter¬ 
viewed in 1980 about her term as 
mayor, she attributed her suc¬ 
cess to the fact that she was not 
“a flag-waving feminist.” 

Nevertheless, throughout her 
life she rose to leadership posi¬ 
tions. She had served for 14 
years on the board of the YWCA 
in New York City before coming 
to Maryland. In the latter part 
of the 1950s she was president 
of the Prince Georges County 
Council of Pa rent-Teacher Asso¬ 
ciations and was also first vice 
president of the State Congress 
of PTAs. In 1957 she was named 
director of the YWCA branch in 
far Southeast Washington, a po¬ 


sition she held until her retire¬ 
ment in 1968. 

Mrs. Harrington was born . in 
Hattiesburg, Mississippi. After 
graduating from the Mississippi 
State College for Wom^n 
taught history for two years. She 
received a Master’s degree ill 
religious education from Colum¬ 
bia University, 

Throughout her life, Mrs. Har¬ 
rington worked on programs 
aimed at improving understand¬ 
ing between whites and blacks, 
and as county PTA president she 
pressed for integration of the 
county schools following the Su¬ 
preme Court decision declaring 
segregation unconstitutional. 

She is survived by her husband, 
Wells Harrington; a son George 
W. Harrington of Upper Marl¬ 
boro; and a daughter, Ann Har¬ 
rington Zahniser of Wilmote, 
Kentucky. 


State Representatives Field 
Questions from Greenbelters

Greenbelt’s District 23 representatives to the Mary¬ 
land General Assembly—Democrats Senator Leo Green 
and Delegates Charles (Buzz) Ryan, Joan Pitkin and Mary 
Conroy—listened to the legislative concerns and interests 
of Greenbelt citizens at an Open Door meeting on Jan. 6. 
For two hours citizens brought their personal concerns, 
such as rising cost of health insurance, or the issues of 
groups they belong to like the Roper Committee’s “Victims 
Bill of Rights”; still others brought political questions. 

Bike Paths Squeezed warning into the area of credit 


Bill Clark expressed concern 
that the recent construction pro¬ 
ject to widen Greenbelt Road 
squeezed out the bike paths that 
had been there. Beneath the Belt- 
way bridge, he said, the hiker 
has to share a lane with 18- 
wheelers. In asking the governor 
to look into the problem, Clark 
mentioned the helpful letters he 
had received from elected offi¬ 
cials including the four present, 
A review for the Greenbelt area 
is underway and should be ready 
soon, he reported. “Where do we 
go from here, legislatively?” 
Clark asked the legislators. 

“Stay on top of each project 
as it is being developed,” recom¬ 
mended Ryan, “Talk to the State 
Highway people, they're ap¬ 
proachable,” added Pitkin. 

Pension Fund Security 

Recalling the savings and loan 
scandal in which Maryland’s 
problems previewed the current 
national scandal, Mayor Pro-Tern 
Thomas X. White told the rep¬ 
resentatives he was concerned 
about the safety of pension 
funds. States are beginning to 
use those funds as venture capi¬ 
tal to encourage economic devel¬ 
opment within the states. If the 
new company fails, White sug¬ 
gested, “the pensioners are out 
in the cold. You ought to have 
your eyes ope" on it.” Buzz Rvar 
said they did. Maryland's trus¬ 
tees for state pension funds, when 
approached this fall for sucl> a 
program, turned it down, accord- 
fug to Ryan. 

Leo Green extended White’s 


unions, which he said had been 
exempted from the new higher 
standards to shore up the S&L’s. 
He wants the legislature to look 
into new state requirements for 
credit unions. 

Victim’s Rights 

Robert Harvey, a volunteer for 
the Stephanie Roper Committee, 
spoke cf that organization’s goal 
for this year: a constitutional 
amendment for victim’s rights 
Victims, he said are often lost 
in the judicial process—only the 
state and defendant are parties, 
while the victims are excluded 
The four representatives were all 
supportive, though they wanted 
to see the details, “Over the 
years, Roberta Roper has bee^ 
very effective,” said Ryan. “I’m 
sure something substantial will 
come of it.”

in sight. But now there is good 
news to report in Greenbelt. 

On February 1 the Greenbelt 
Step Club opens. The location is 
155 Centerway. The entrance is 
the rear of Domino's Pizza in the 
basement. There will be meetings 
of Alcoholics Anonymous, Nar¬ 
cotics Anonymous, Chemical De¬ 
pendency Anonymous. Alanon 
and Naranon. Alanon and Nara- 
non are support groups for 
friends and loved ones trying to 
deal with the terror, resentment 
and heartbreak caused by anoth¬ 
er’s alcoholism or drug addiction. 
When meetings aren’t going on 
it’s a drop-in for coffee, soda, and 
understanding. Just a friendly 
place for anyone trying to escape 
the horror of alcoholism and 
drug addiction. 

The manager and co-founder 
of the club was himself hospital¬ 
ized over 30 times for alcoholism 
and was a thorn in the side of 
the Greenbelt Police for years. 
Often he was seen passed out on 
a bench in the Center or stealing 
beer or panhandling change at 
the Co-op grocery store. Today, 
he's been sober for 10 years and 
is so grateful he wants to help 
give anyone in the Greenbelt 
area the chance for the happi¬ 
ness and freedom he’s found. 

The club hours will be 10 a.m. 
to 10 p.m. Sunday through 
Thursday and 10 a.m. to 1:30 
a.m, Friday and Saturday be¬ 
cause midnight meetings will be 
held both those nights.

iors and the Gray Panthers, sa’d 
his groups are working toward 
several objectives; bette" services 
for the hearing impaired (a 30- 
day return for full refund for 
hearing aids) and keeping Leland 
Hospital open to serve the Riv- 
erdale and Hyattsville communi¬ 
ties. The Gray Panthers, he said, 
are pursuing national health in¬ 
surance. Only the U.S. and Africa 
lack such a program. He was 
enthusiastic about the Canadian 
system. 

“The Canadian System sounds 
wonderful on paper," said Con¬ 
roy, but she was concerned about 
the cost. “Don't be caught with¬ 
out investigating it," she cau¬ 
tioned. Fourteen of the world s 
15 most industrialized nations 
have a program of national 
health insurance, said Green. The 
U.S, should look at all of those 
plans. 

Love asked for “simplified bill¬ 
ing from hospitals. It takes two 
days to understand a bill." 

Ann Pisano asked for “family 
leave" for workers. Pitkin, who 
has sponsored such a bill for 
state workers for the past four 
years in the House of Delegates, 
expressed certainty that the idea 
is gaining support and, in time, 
will become the industry stan¬ 
dard. The state bill has not oeen 
approved by the Senate, Green 
said, because compromises with 
business are needed. 

Pisano was distressed by a pur¬ 
ported 50 percent increase : r». her 
personal health insurance. Green 
suggested she send a copy of the 
written notice to him to forward 
to the State’s new insurance 
commissioner with a request for 
an investigation. 

Tony Pisano, too, was inter¬ 
ested in national health insur 
ante... Maurice Love stole my 
thunder," he said. Pisano won¬ 
dered whether a state health in¬ 
surance program might be pos¬ 
sible, “If the state is paying," 
Pisano said, “you can d ctate to 
the medical community. You can 
make the rules." 

Conroy disagreed. “Taxes will 
go up.” But, Green added, “we're 
bankrupting ourselves for health 
costs. We're on a slippery slide." 

John Wooten, a Canadian, ask¬ 
ed everyone in rne room, “Where 
are our young people? The aver¬ 
age age here is over 50." 

Florence Holly spoke of her 
concern for an elderly friend, now 
alone, who wants to move to 
California, but cannot. Her health 
insurance policy cannot be trans¬ 
ferred to another state; thus she 
would have to purchase a new 
policy at greater cost. 

Pitkin noted that changes in 
work status or marital status 
also effect significant changes 
in health insurance costs. Said 
Green, “It needs national act-on," 
Abortion 

Ottilie Van Allen put the four 
representatives to their toughest 
test. She is active in both Legi- 
cuum and the Religious CoaMtion 
for Abortion Rights. Because of 
the erosion of national abortion 
rights (Roe vs. Wade) by the 
Supreme Court with its Webster 
decision, she said, w<> are inter¬ 
ested in rescinding the old laws 
now on the Maryland books, 
which could again deny abortion 
rights for women in Maryland 
if the Supreme Court should 
overturn Roe vs, Wade. Would 
you vote yes or no, she asked. 
Green, Conroy, Pitkin and Ryan 
all oppose abortion, “There is 
no gray area," said Conroy, who 
said she would vote no, as did 
Ryan. 

“Personally, I don't think we 
should look at this issue this 
year," said Green, If the Su¬ 
preme Court did overturn Roe vs.

Wade, the governor wouid call a 
special session of the legisla+ure 
and one or the other side wou'd 
seek an injunction through the 
courts, he said. 

“I hate to see us in two war¬ 
ring factions," said Pitkin, vho 
favors more open debate and sees 
room for compromise. Distressed, 
she said, that the U.S. has the 
highest rate of abortion, she 
would like the legislature to look 
at why there are so many un¬ 
wanted pregnancies. 

“In our district, the majority 
of people do favor the right to 
choose,” said Ruth Bond, who 
spoke later in the meeting. (Her 
information appeared in a recent 
article in the Prince Georges 
Journal). She is concerned, she 
said, that in this district, which 
is a multi-religious society, one 
particular religion should not 
have the say on a public issue. 

Pollution 

Tom Moran wanted to know 
what is being done to legislate 
greater restrictions on emissions. 
A vfsit to Canada showed him 
how distressed people are about 
acid rain and U.S. responsibili¬ 
ties. 

According to Pitkin, the gov¬ 
ernor is looking at California 
emissions laws; and '*oal fur¬ 
naces are also a problem, but na¬ 
tional or at least regional changes 
are needed. Ryan indicated that 
Maryland has moved to the fore¬ 
front through its efforts to cleat, 
up the Bay. He said, “In our 
area, the auto is the greatest 
problem," particularly the extent 
of auto use by individuals. Gr^en 
said improved EPA stardards 
are needed for industrial pollu¬ 
tion. 

Truck Traffic 

Ruth Bond expressed concern 
about reducing the number oC 
trucks on the Beltway and asked 
for help from the legislature to 
provide economic incentivps f o 
transfer some of the freight 
trucks from interstate highways 
to rail lines. “You’re prooably 
ahead of the curve," sa*d Pitkin. 
“We will have to turn, again, 
to railroads in the future," Green 
spoke of an eastern or western 
interstate bypass which would 
alleviate some of the traffic. 
“The governor has said \*e can’t 
afford both." 

“We can’t afford not to have 
both," responded Bond.

No Trains on BARC 

To the Editor: 

I first became aware of plans 
for development near the Greor- 
belt Metro station while - attend¬ 
ing a “Candidates Night" in Oc¬ 
tober. Several members of city 
council reported county plans for 
high-density development on ap¬ 
proximately 100 acres near the 
future Greenbelt Metro station— 
to include hotels, shopping and 
office buildings, etc. 

I began gathering information 
and learned that this develop¬ 
ment would be located primarily 
on the A. H. Smith gravel pit 
property located between Belt- 
way Plaza and the railroad 
tracks. According to the county's 
proposed Sectional Map Amend¬ 
ment, this property is recom¬ 
mended for rezoning to a cate¬ 
gory which encourages such de¬ 
velopment. A public hearing on 
February 13 is probably our last 
opportunity to express an opin¬ 
ion on this Master Plan. 

On a related issue, many citi¬ 
zens have asked that the Metro 
train storage yard be relocated 
to the highly disturbed A. H. 
Smith gravel pit property instead 
of on ecologically valuable prop¬ 
erty owned by the Beltsvillc Ag¬ 
ricultural Research Center. In 
response, Metro officials claim 
that the train yard cannot be 
located on the Smith gravel pit 
property due to the environmen¬ 
tal impact to its “wetlands” and 
flood plain. If that is true, then 
why does the county's Master 
Plan propose to rezone the Smith 
property to encourage high den¬ 
sity development? Under current 
plans, there will be development 
on both the Smith property and 
on federally owned BARC land. 

I ask Mr. Castaldi, as our 
county council representative and 
a member of the Metro Board 
of Directors, to work with the 
citizens to retain the present 
industrial zoning of the Smith 
site and to relocate the train yard 
there. Beltsville Agricultural Re¬ 
search Center land should not be 
developed as a train yard.

velopment. The city staff found 
that the road system could not 
handle the traffic generated by 
a large commercial office com¬ 
plex. 

Several years ago the Sunrise 
developer proposed a 610,000- 
square-foot commercial office 
complex. While sympathetic, 
council felt the project was too 
massive. The developers reduced 
their proposal to 450,000 square 
feet, but were not willing to 
make the further reductions 
council requested. Before the 
property could be rezoned com¬ 
mercial, the developer would be 
iequired to show that adeq uate 
public facilities, in particular, 
roads, exist to support the pro¬ 
ject. 

Recently the county Planning 
Board approved a site plan for 
467 - unit high - rise apartment 
building for the property. The 
developers have also applied for 
a permit to install a foundation 
footing on the tract to prottet 
their R-10 zoning rights. They 
ere also awaiting a decision from 
the County Board of Appeals 
on a request for a variance. Since 
the county approved a prelimi¬ 
nary site plan for apartments on 
the property in the 1960s, no 
adequate public facilities test is 
required now. 

RPC 

When the Preliminary Master 
Plan was unveiled in Greenbelt 
in 1988, a critical concern was 
that the Residential Planned Com¬ 
munity zone (RPC) was not re¬ 
tained in the original core of 
the city. 

Later, the County Council 
passed a bill sponsored by Cas- 
taldi clearing the way for the 
retention and expansion of the 
category in the city. The 
Master Plan was then modified 
to reflect this action in ^rder, 
the text notes, “to protect the 
integrity of the ‘historic planned’ 
community.” 

The SMA not only recommends 
R-P-C for the original core, 
which includes Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. homes, but also Parcels 1 
and 2 located between the Balti¬ 
more-Washington Pa^kwav and 
GHI homes, Roosevelt Center, the 
Co-op Gas Station and the Furey 
property located outs*' 4 ** H** 3 
limits north of Ridge Road, near 
Lakeside North Apartments. 

Westchester Park 

City council also expressed op¬ 
position to the rezoning of 17.8 
acres in Westchester Park to 
commercial office. The proneity, 
located off Kenilworth Avenue 
outside the city limits. jut° into 
Greenbelt National Park. Council 
prefers that the tract be edven 
a zoning designation of rural 
residential (R-R) with a Compre¬ 
hensive Design Zone (C-D-Z) 
symbol on the SMA map. In the 
adopted Master Plan the District 
Council provided that the West¬

The 
SMA will not implement the 
C-D-Z, since the developer must 
first present a Basic Plan and 
submit an individual zoning ap¬ 
plication. 

Richmond American, developer 
of Green Springs, the remaining 
portion of the Mark Vogel/ 
Magnolia property, is planning 
to develop 20 acres south of Han¬ 
over Parkway and 6.5 acres bound 
by Hanover Parkway, future 
Brae Brook Drive and the 
PEPCO right-of-way. The devel¬ 
oper proposes 60 single-family 
homes in the R-55 category (6.7 
units an acre) on the larger 
tract and 40 townhouses in the 
R-T zone for the smaller parcel. 

The Adopted Master P'an 
shows R-80 single-family homes 
for the entire acreage, which 
permits from 3.4 to 4.5 homes an 
acre. 

The Adopted Master Plan 
places all federal, M-NCPPC and 
municipal parks in the Open 
Space (O-S) or R-P-C (O-S) 
Zone.

ASIAN CENTURY: The Eco¬ 
nomic Ascent of the Pacific Rim 
—And What It Means for the 
West, by Julian Weiss. 

Julian Weiss, a Greenbelt res¬ 
ident and journalist specializing 
in Asian business and commerce, 
has written a fact-filled examin¬ 
ation of the economies of the 
United States’ Far Eastern com¬ 
petitors and trade partners. 
Weiss has written for The Econ¬ 
omist and Christian Science Mon¬ 
itor , and is founder of the 
Washington Roundtable for the 
Aran Press. 

Will the comm"* century be the 
“Asian Century”? And how will 
the rest of the world, especially 
the U.S., meet the challenge? 
Weiss examines the economies of 
the Pacific Rim countries; not 
just Japan, but also the increas¬ 
ingly important “Four Tigers” 
(Korea, Taiwan, Singapore and 
Hong Kong, also known as the 
Little Dragons), as well as 
China and Malaysia. The amaz¬ 
ing growth of these countries is 
based on their wilingness to en¬ 
dure (or impose) hard times and 
self-discipline on themselves and 
to take risks in a way which the 
se’f-indulgent U.S. is no krn^er 
willing to. They have put Wes¬ 
tern technology to work to bol¬ 
ster their own trade (take the 
American developed VCR as an 
example) and enhance their 
manufacturing know-how and ef¬ 
ficiency. 

Weiss examines the economics 
of each country, analyzing the 
present situation and the fore¬ 
cast for bell wether industries 
such as computers, automobiles, 
biotechnology, and heavy indus¬ 
tries. What are the prospects 
for growth, and what obstacles 
must be overcome? How are the 
national economies changing and 
how will their societies adjust?

es a less than rosy future. Its 
economic woes will increase as 
its population ages, putting more 
pressure on the middle-aged gen¬ 
eration, which is increasingly af¬ 
fluent and leisure oriented. It 
faces increased worker unrest, 
and the need to orient its indus¬ 
tries as the Four Tigers chal¬ 
lenge it in heavy manufacturing. 
The U.S. and other nations have 
grown wary of Japan’s opportun¬ 
istic ability to capture the fruits 
of their R. & D. Since Japan’s 
educational system does no* en¬ 
courage creativity and its weak¬ 
ness is in basic scientific re¬ 
search, Japan may be less likely 
to score the big technological and 
marketing breakthroughs in the 
future, Weiss examines the situ¬ 
ation in various high-terh fields, 
from computer chips to supercon¬ 
ductivity and their future both 
to Japan and as opportunities 
for investers. 

Although this book was being 
printed at the time of the crack¬ 
down by the Chinese government 
on the pro-democracy demonstra¬ 
tions last June, Weiss had fore¬ 
seen that contradiction between 
the professed liberalism of the 
government and the limitations 
the Chinese government placed 
on both the still-small private 
sector and the much-heralded 
joint ventures. Opportunities for 
investment and trade in China 
he sees as potentially frustrat¬ 
ing for Westerners. 

Weiss moves from pbint to 
point without the explanations 
necessary for the casual reader. 
It is easy to be lost in the maze 
of statistics and an alphabet 
soup of acronyms. But for the 
person with a stake in interna¬ 
tional trade and commerce, this 
will be a worthwhile read. Weiss 
reports that a Japanese edition 
is selling well.

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COUNCIL TIDBITS

The City Council, at its regular meeting on January 
8 f discussed whether to meet in the city to plan for changes 
in the budget process or to meet elsewhere as planned. 
Mayor pro-tern Thomas X. units will be built. Ihe developer 


White called on council to 
change its plans for <a council- 
staff planning session on the 
first two-year budget from an 
out-of-town retreat to a meeting 
in Greenbelt. White argued that 
this session is not within the 
normal bounds of a retreat. In¬ 
stead, he said that this is “very 
much linked” to the budget 
process and should be part of 
a public meeting in the city, 

Keith Chermkoff called the 
planning session a “key planning 
tool” and said that he viewed 
the decision to hold it “out of 
public light with disdain.” Fur¬ 
ther, he argued that citizens 
need the opportunity to attend 
the planning session because, he 
charged, it is very difficult to 
make major changes to the bud¬ 
get once it is presented by Giese. 

There was little support for 
this position from the rest of 
council. Council member An¬ 
toinette Bram argued that there 
are no facilities in the city that 
are conducive to concentration. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld also fa¬ 
vored a retreat where council and 
staff can work in a concentrated 
manner over a couple of days 
He said that it is difficult to 
do that in Greenbelt where after 
meeting for a while, participants 
become eager to get home to 
their family concerns. Weider- 
feld argued that there would be 
plenty of opportunity for citizens 
to get involved later in the bud¬ 
get process. 

Council member Joseph Isaacs 
initially supported holding the 
budget session in the city. How¬ 
ever. he later changed his posi¬ 
tion, saying that since this is 
the first year of a new system, 
council needs to be away where 
it can show its naivete in pri¬ 
vate. 

Weidenfeld pointed out that no 
final decisions will be set at the 
meeting, but that instead the fo¬ 
cus will be on goals and objec¬ 
tives. He said the session would 
be an airing of different con¬ 
cepts of where the city is go¬ 
ing. Weidenfeld said that a syn¬ 
opsis of what was talked about 
would be made available to citi¬ 
zens. 

Chernikoff asked whether all 
documents relating to staff re¬ 
ports and department head pre¬ 
sentations will be made available. 
Giese agreed, but pointed out that 
much of the information will not 
be in writing. 

A motion to hold the budget 
planning meeting outside of 
Greenbelt passed on a 3-1 vote 
with White opposed and council 
member Edwrd Putens absent due 
to illness. 

Development 

Council deferred action on 
Richmond-American’s concept 
plan for the Green Spring II 
development until after a work 
session scheduled for January 29, 
The Advisory Planning Board 
(APB) recommended support of 
the plan for development of the 
26.5 acres of the Mark Vogel/ 
Magnolia Farm property but rec¬ 
ommended further considertion of 
one part of the plan. 

The developer of Greenbrook 
Manor is seeking a county var¬ 
iance allowing 4 t to reduce the 
distance between condominium 
units from the 70 feet required 
by code to no less than 20 feet. 
Richard Reed, representing Mi¬ 
chael T. Rose Associates, said 
that this request will not result 
in higher density. Under current 
zoning up to 252 units could be 
built on the property, Reed ex¬ 
pects that approximately 230 


is seeking the variance to pro¬ 
vide flexibility in building design 
and placement on the site. 

Council unanimously agreed to 
support the variance request sub¬ 
ject to the approval of the City 
Solicitor, who was ill that eve¬ 
ning, and subject to several con¬ 
ditions recommended by APB and 
accepted by the developer. 

Under these conditions the de¬ 
veloper will enter into covenants 
with the city granting fit' 1 plan 
approval for the layout of the 
units affected by the variance. 

As part of the consent agenda, 
council accepted Hanover Park¬ 
way, Greenbrook Drive, Kara 
Court and Megan Lane into the 
city’s street system. 

Board Appointments 

Council reappointed Booker T 
Hughe3, Marvin Holmes and Saul 
Grife to the Community Relations 
Advisory Board, Nat Shinderman 
and Robert Spear were reappoint¬ 
ed to the Board of Elections while 
William Ayers and Ben Rosenz- 
weig were reappointed to the 
Employee Relations Board, Sally 
Robbins and Sandy Bowers were 
reappointed to the Crime Pre¬ 
vention Committee. 

School Board member Suzanne 
Plogman presented Recreation 
Coord ; nator John Webster, of the 
Springhill Lake Recreation Cen¬ 
ter, with a certificate from the 
board of education ^recognizing 
Webster’s work in establishing 
the Academic Achievement Pro¬ 
gram at the Springhill Lake Ele¬ 
mentary School. This program is 
designed to motivate students to 
perform academically. Plogman 
noted that in September Webster 
received the County Executive’s 
Leadership Award for his work. 

Webster said that it takes the 
combined efforts of students, 
teachers, administrators and par¬ 
ents to encourage academic ex¬ 
cellence. 

As part of the consent agenda, 
council approved the submittal of 
a grant application to the Mary¬ 
land Historical Trust for $39,000 
for the recarving and rehabilita¬ 
tion of the Mother and Child 
Statue at Roosevelt Center Mall. 
The city will provide matching 
funds. Council also approved the 
submittal of a grant request to 
the National Endowment of the 
Arts for $39,000 which, if ap¬ 
proved, would be used to provide 
these matching funds fer the 
first grant. 


GHI Reviews Dralt Changes 
To Its Articles and Manual

The Board of Directors of Greenbelt Homes Inc. met 
in an uncharacteristically short session on January 11. 
Two major items of interest were discussed; a review of a 
draft restatement and amendment to the Articles of Incor¬ 
poration and proposed revisions to the booklet of GHI Rules 
and Regulations. 


Articles of Incorporation 

The board is reviewing the 
Articles of Incorporation to en¬ 
sure that they are up to date 
with current state regulations. 
The articles serve as the consti¬ 
tution of the cooperative and set 
forth its purposes for existence 
and its general scope of author¬ 
ity. Language has been stream¬ 
lined where necessary and addi¬ 
tions inserted and deletions pro¬ 
posed. The review is not com¬ 
plete. In addition, any final 
changes will need to be approved 
by the membership. 

GHI Manual Update 

Additions and changes to Sec¬ 
tion X of the GHI Rules and 
Regulations manual led manage¬ 
ment to revise that section to 
be more “user friendly.” Section 
X contains information on im¬ 
provements and alterations to 
the GHI homes. The proposed 
update will clarify what changes 
are allowed, what specific im¬ 
provements are prohibited and 
when and how to obtain permis¬ 
sion to make alteration* on a 
home. It is a basic restatement 
of what is currently in the book, 
but will now contain information 
cn the new vinyl siding policy 
recently approved by the board. 
This matter will be discussed 
again at a future meeting. 

Traffic Study 

The board was concerned with 
the methodology used in a recent 
traffic study conducted by the 
city. City staff were Rationed 
at Southway and Greenbelt Road 
and at Crescent and Kenilworth 
at rush hour to follow trucks to 
ascertain which might be taking 
a short cut through the e!ty. GHI 
felt that the number of cars 
should be counted also to see if 
traffic in general is increasing.

tains a commitment to maintain 
the trees. In addition, under the 
agreement drafted by Man^ 
Brown would not oppose chang¬ 
ing to waive the 1-1 zoning to 
CSC. It was this provision, agree¬ 
ing to waive the 1-1 zoning to 
which Brown took exception. He 
suggested alternative language 
under which he would agree not 
to use the site for “heavy manu¬ 
facturing" and “noxious uses." 
Council debated at length whether 
to accept Brown's language or 
insist on the original waiver, 
which Brown had termed a 
"deal-breaker" in a telephone call 
with Mayor Gil Weidenfeld. 

Manzi and City Planning and 
Development Coordinator Celia 
Wilson felt that the 1-1 zoning, 
which permits light manufactur¬ 
ing and warehousing, has tough¬ 
er standards than the CSC zone 
for parking and landscape buf¬ 
fering. The “noxious use" lan¬ 
guage that Brown suggested also 
would give the city great lati¬ 
tude in rejecting proposed ten¬ 
ants that could adversely affect 
the health and safety of the com¬ 
munity said Manzi. Anv 
presented a traffic hazard, for 
example a car wash that would 
result in cars queuing onto 
Greenbelt Road, could be con¬ 
sidered a “noxious use" by the 
community. “Warehousing as an 
accessory to commercial use" is 
limited to a certain percentage 
of the commercial space. 

Manzi also noted that Brown 
has a strong argument to a 
“vested right" to the 1-1 zorrng, 
since he has developed and util¬ 
ized the space under that zoning. 

Council member Antoinette 
Bram argued that dropping the 
agreement to waive the zoning 
would allow Brown to introduce 
manufacturing or other undesir- 
Me uses in the future if the 
business climate changed and 
manufacturing proved more val¬ 
uable than commercial. The light 
manufacturing that would be 
permitted under 1-1 could include 
baking, brewing and cereal pro¬ 
duction. 

Mayor pro tern Thomas X. 
White pointed out that Brown's 
proposed language excluding 
“heavy manufacturing" in fact 
gave the city nothing since heavy 
manufacturing is not permitted 
under 1-1. In the motion that 
council passed, the word “heavy" 
was removed so that any manu¬ 
facturing would be precluded. 

City Manager James Giese 
pointed out that the debate on 
zoning did not address the main 
issue, which was the appeal of 
the DDS as it applied to parking. 
With the agreement, the city 
would have written assurance of 
substantial amenities. If the 
agreement were not reached and 
the city won its appeal, the city 
would get 40 additional parking 
spaces. If the agreement were 
not reached and the city lost its 
appeal, it would get neither 
amenities nor parking spaces. 

Council passed a motion to ac¬ 
cept the motion without the waiv¬ 
er of 1-1 zoning but with Brown's 
language amended to preclude 
any manufacturing. Council mem¬ 
bers Edward Putens and Brsm 
voted against the motion. Brown 
signed the agreement as amend¬ 
ed by this motion. 

The potential agreement fol¬ 
lowed a work session held Wed¬ 
nesday, January 10 at which 
Brown presented the site plans 
for the plaza expansion that had 
been approved by the County 
Planning Board. The remainder 
of this article is an account of 
that work session. 

Background 

Construction has begun for the 
addition of a 45,000-square-foot 


store and parking structure on 
the back of the two-story section 
of the plaza. This addition will 
house the Sports Authority, a 
very large, discount-priced sport¬ 
ing goods chain. Brown believes 
that such an “anchor" store is 
needed to bring shoppers and 
tenants to the recently renovated 
upstairs portion of the plaza, 
much of which is now vacant. 

The county had issued a stop- 
work order on the construction 
pending approval of a site plan. 
While the existing plaza has 
been exempt from landscaping 
*nd parking space requirements 
through “grandfatherin?," coun¬ 
ty standards apply to the addi¬ 
tion. A site plan was developed 
that includes repaving of and 
modifications to the parking lot 
and the interior roadwav system, 
creation of interior landscape is¬ 
lands at the end of parking aisles 
to encourage drivers to stay 
within lanes, and perimeter 
plantings. 

This plan was reviewed by the 
city's Advisory Planning Board 
(APB) and the city council in 
October. The APB and City Plan¬ 
ning and Development Coordina¬ 
tor Celia Wilson had recommend¬ 
ed additional interior 1 and scape 
islands and perimeter plantings 
as well as further steps to cre¬ 
ate a “ring road" around the 
plaza and ease congestion at the 
eastern-most e t r a n c e from 
Greenbelt Road. Many of their 
recommendations were incorpor¬ 
ated into the site plan tha* was 
submitted to the county. 

The city had appealed this 
approval by the County Plan¬ 
ning Board (CPB). At issue were 
the requirements for additional 
parking spaces and the applica¬ 
tion by the CPB of a 1969 park¬ 
ing apace waiver for the plaza. 
The city maintained that up to 
200 more parking spaces are 
needed than are provided in the 
site plan. CPB, while acknowl¬ 
edging that the 1969 waiver had 
been misapplied previously, felt 
that the current situation would 
be the end of any such “grand¬ 
fathering" and that the plan sub¬ 
stantially met the intent of the 
requirements. The appeal was 
scheduled to be heard by the 
board on January 22. 

Airing of Views 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld and city 


council members Joseph Isaacs, 
Antoinette Bram and Edward 
Putens met with Brown and 
three of his associates at a work 
session on January 10, Brown out¬ 
lined the planned improvements 
to the plaza, which will cost 
$300,000 exclusive of packing lot 
striping and the Sports Author¬ 
ity building. The changes that 
had been made to the plan to 
satisfy the city had doubled the 
cost. He is willing to agree Jo 
additional recommendations if the 
cost does not exceed another 
$ 10 , 000 . 

Brown termed the depth of 
goods and prices at the Sports 
Authority “dazzling." Its pres¬ 
ence and location will bring shop¬ 
pers and tenants to the reno¬ 
vated second floor, helping to 
tun. an unproductive empty space 
into a useful, accessible, pleasing 
shopping area, Brown said. In 
addition, Brown maintained, rent¬ 
ing the space will contribute to 
a better tax base since the stores 
will bring in more sales tax and 
assessments would go up on rent¬ 
ed space. 

Robert Manzi, attorney for the 
city, gave a background on the 
approvals and the city’s appeal. 
Depending on method of calcula¬ 
tion used, the “missing"' parking 
spaces may total as few as 40 
or as many as 200. The addi¬ 
tional landscaping that the city 
has requested would meet all of 
the landscaping requirements of 
the code along the property line. 
With an approved site plan, the 
plaza's “grandfathering" will end 
and the owner will have to pe¬ 
tition for any amendments. 

In a lively discussion, council 
members sought assurances that 
the work at the plaza will be 
carried out and maintained ac¬ 
cording to plan, noting that 
Brown and the council have not 
developed as cooperative a work¬ 
ing relationship as council would 
have liked. 

Brown stressed his absolute ob¬ 
ligation under county law to 
spend $300,000 in improvements 
as detailed in the approved plan. 
As Robert Miller, attorney for 
Brown, pointed out, $25,000 has 
been placed in an escrow account 
pending the city’s appioval of 
the completed project. 

At Weidenfeld’s request, Wil¬ 
son described the conditions un¬ 
der which staff would recom¬ 
mend that the city drop its ap¬ 
peal of the DDS. These condi-

JOE'S TIPS OF THE WEEK 

Hello Again: 

In dealing with late-model engines and electronics and emis¬ 
sion-controlling devices, we have what is referred to as a cata¬ 
lytic converter. This is a device located in the exhaust system 
before the muffler and tailpipe assemblies. The catalytic conver¬ 
ter’s function in the system is to handle post-chamber combustion 
— that is, try to completely burn any exhaust emissions through 
chemical and heat reaction before they go into the atmosphere. 
This process will occur provided that most of the engine com¬ 
ponents are in proper working condition. 

Most of us are required to have our vehicles tested for emis¬ 
sion levels set by the state, so we have a lot of questions about 
whether our vehicles will pass. 

There is no maintenance possible on the catalytic converter 
itself that will prolong its life, but it can become contaminated 
by a poor-running engine or by engine-controlling devices that are 
not working properly. Most of the failures are because of block¬ 
age. If the converter becomes blocked, excessive exhaust back¬ 
pressure develops, and the engine will not run. In some cases 
the engine will not even start. 

The converter is required by law to be in place and to be in 
operating order. 

The average catalytic converter can cost up to $500 to re¬ 
place, so it is very important to keep your engine in good running 
condition and not neglect what seem to be minor problems. They 
could develop into major repairs.
